Chicago, 'Sept. 14.— Dele^atea 
to the thirty-fifth annual conven- 
tion of the American Bankers' 
Association, in the opening ses- 
sion to-day, had outlined for 
their consideration a plau for the 
organization of a central bauk 
for the country, with a capitali- 
zation of not less than >100,000.- 
000. 

The central bank plau as a pre- 
veutive of a recurrence of the 
financial disturbance of 1907 was 
outlined bv President George M. 
Reynolds in his auoual address. 
Under his plan such a bank 
would be the depository of the 
.Government, which, however, 
would not have eupervision or 
control of its affairs. 

Speaker Joseph G. Cauuou, 
who addressed the couventiou at 
the close of the morniug session, 
declared that the law enacted 
after the pauHf of 1907 (the 
Vreelaml-Aldrich act) was uot 
perfect, but has had good re- 
sult<. He said that when Con- 
gress met it was besieged with 
currency exports, each doubtiug 
the orthodoxy of the other. 

"I believe," said Speaker 
Cauuou, "that the ouly fault of 
the euacted law is that it only 
lasts six years. It is uot per- 
fect, but it can be made perfect. 
If that law had beeu ou the 
statute books there would never 
have beeu a suspension of bin. - 
mfts iu 1907, with its is>uauce at 
Cleariug-liouse certificates."

Passenger Train and Fast 
Freight Crash Together 
While at Full Speed.

in a head-on collision between 
passenger train No. 4 and fast 
freight No. 51, on the western 
division of the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga & St. Louis Railroad 
yesterday morning at 7:45 
o'clock at a point about two and 
one-half miles west cf Pegram 
Station, a few miles below Nash- 
ville, eight persons wore killed 
outright aud fifteen were more 
or less seriously injured. Al- 
though no official information 
was forthcoming from officers of 
the road, it was stated by an 
employe of the road that the 
wreck was caused directly from 
the fact that the crew of the 
passenger traiti overlooked the 
orders to pass the freight at 
Pegram Station. 

At the time of the collision 
both of the trains were running 
at high speed and ulthough both 
engineers applied the emer- 
gency brakes, the distance be- 
tween trains was so Bmall at the 
time when the engineers were 
able to see the other train, that 
they met without diminishing 
their speed to any appreciable 
extent. The passenger train 
was running at about forty 
miles an hour and the freight, 
which was going down a very 
heavy grude, was making about 
the same *peed. The impact of 
the two heavy locomotives 
could be heard for miles and the 
people for quite a long distance 
were able to hear the souud, 
which sounded like the booming 
of a cannon. 

The poiut on the ro.idat which 
the accident occurred is one of 
the most dangerous on the divi* 
3ion for the reason that there ig 
a very heavy grade here, the road 
broken by many sharp carvea 
and bridges, spanning crooks nt 
intervals of about overy three 
or four huudred yards. Besides 
t hese dangers, there is ft very 
steep embankment on one. of tho 
trucks, and bat for tho good 
i'ortuue of tho passenger train 
haviug a verv heavy train, tho 
coaches would probably have 
beeu precipitated dowu the em- 
baukiuent.

Job Work Promptly 



Arrangements are being made 
to place "train auditors" repre- 
senting the accounting depart- 
ment on the Illinois Central 
system. These men will take 
charge and collect tickets and 
cash fares. They will relieve 
conductors of this work and the 
latter will hereafter give their 
entire time to the operation of 
the trains. This move on the 
Illinois Central is in the inter- 
est of the public and with the 
idea of insuring greater safety 
in the handliug of trains. It 
has been the experience that tbe 
running of a passenger train and 
tne the collection of tickets is 
too much work to insure per- 
fection in both. It often occurs 
that a conductor must give his 
time to the collection of tickets, 
which is clerical, wheu he should 
be ou the platform or steps giv- 
ing or receiving signals or or- 
ders. While collecting tickets 
the operation of the train may 
be neglected and accidents have 
been traced directly to this don 
ble duty. There will be no 
change iu the salaries or titles of 
the conductors aud they will 
contiuue as in the past to be 
masters of their trains in every- 
thing except the collection of 
fares and tickets, The auditors 
will have nothing whatever to 
do with tho operation of trains. 
Under present arrangements 
they will retain specific runs, but 
if conditions appear to warrant 
they will be changed to other 
divisions. For tho purpose of 
ascertains the amouut of work 
on special ruus a "flying squad- 
ron" will be formed which un- 
der the direction of the auditor 
of paasenger receipts Will take 
charge of trains for a week or a 
month and thus develop the situ- 
atiou.

ance of ice to the northward stopped 
this. 

There was clean open water to 
Cape Albert, and from there scattered 
Ice to a point about abreast of Vic- 
toria Head, thick weather and dense 
ice bringing us some ten or fifteen 
miles away. 

From here we drifted south some- 
what and then got aslant to the north 
ward out of the current. We worked 
a little further north and stopped 
again for some hours. Then we again 
worked westward and northward till 
we reached a series of lakes, coming 
to a stop a few miles south of the 
Windward's winter quarters at Cape 
Durvllle. 

From here, arter some delay, we 
slowly worked a way northeastward 
through fog and broken Ice of medium 
thickness through one night and the 
forenoon of the next day, only emerg- 
ing luto open water and clear weath 
er off Cape Fraser 

STRIKE ICE AND POO. 

From this point we had a clear run 
through the middle of Robeson chan 
ncl uniuterrupted by either Ice or fog. 
tm Lady Franklin bay. Here we en- 
c. i-n i -red both Ice and fog, and while 
mm King along In search of a prac- 
ticable openiug were forced across 
(o the Greenland coast at Thank Qod 
Harbor. 

The fog lifted there and enable us 
to make out our whereabouts and we 
steamed north through a series of 
leads past Cape Lupton. and thence 
southward toward Cape Union. A few 
miles off that cape we were stopped 
by Impracticable Ice. and we drifted 
back south to Cape Union, where we 
•lopped again. 

SHIP FORCED AGROUND. 

We lay for some time in u lake ui 
water, and then, to prevent belUK 
drifted south again, took reruge uu 
der the north shore of Lincoln bay. i u 
uearly the Identical place wh«re we 
had our unpleasant exoerkucee thru* 
years berore.

HEAVY RUNNING ICE. 
Finally on September 2 we squeezed 
around Cape Union ana made fast In 
a shallow niche In the Ice, but after 
some hours we msde another abort 
run to Ttlack cape and hung on to a 
grounded bit of Ice. At last, a little 
after midnight of September 5, we 
passed through extremely heavy run- 
ning Ice Into a stream of open water, 
rounded Cape Rawson and passed 
Cape Sheridan. 
Within a qiiarter of an hour or the 
time we arrived three years be- 
a. 

reached the open water 
yond Cape Sheridan. 

We steamed up to the end of It 
and it appeared practicable at first to 
reach Porter bay, near Cape Joseph 
Henly, which I had for my winter 
quarters, but tke outlook being un- 
satisfactory, I went back and put the 
Roosevelt Into the only opening in the 
floe, being barred close to the mouth 
of the Sheridan river a little north 
of our position three years prior. 
PUT UP FOR WINTER. 

The season was further advanced 
than in 1905; there was more snow 
on the ground and the new Ice Inside 
the floe bergs was much thicker. 

The work of discharging the ship 
was commenced at once and rushed 
to completion. The supplies and 
equipment we sledged across Ice and 
sea and deposited on shore. A bouse 
and workshop were built of board, 
covered with sails, and fitted with 
stoves, and the ship was snug for win- 
ter In shoal water, where It 
bottom at low tide. 

This settlement on the 
shores of the Arctic ocean was chris- 
tened Hubbardvllle. 

Hunting parties were sent out on 
September 10 and a bear was brought 
in on the 12th and some deer a day 
or two later. 

PREPARE FOR SLEDGE TRIP. 

On September 15 the full work of 
transferring supplies to Cape Columbia 
was Inaugurated. Marvin with Dr. 
Ooodsall and Borup and the Eskimos, 
took 16 sledge loads of supplies to 
Cape Delknap, and on the 27th the 
same party started with loads to Por- 
ter bay. 

The work of hunting and transport- 
ing supplies .was prosecuted contlnu- 



In th. Fehnisrv moon Bartlett went 
to Cspe llecta. Ooodsall moved some 
more supplies from Hecla to Cape Co- 
Ian, and Borup wont to Markham In 
let on a hunting trip On February 
15 Bsrtlett left the Roosevelt with 
his division for Cape Columbia and 
Parr bay. 

Ooodsall. Romp. MnrMlllan and 
Hansen fallowed on successive days 
with their provisions. Mnrvln re- 
turned from Cape Mryant on Februsry 
1? and left for Cape Columbia on 
February 21. I brought up the rear 
on February 22 

The totsl or all divisions leaving the 
Roosevelt was seven members or the 
psrty. 69 Eskimos. 140 dogs and 23 
sledges. 

MAKE READY FOR DASH. 

By February 27 such of the Cape 
Colan depot as was needed had been 
brought up to Cape Columbia, ♦he 
dogs were rested and double rationed 
pnd harnessed, and the sledges snd 
other gear overhauled. 

Four months of northerly winds 
during the fall and winter Instead of 
southerly ones, as during the previous 
season, led me to expect less open 
waler than before, but a great deal of 
rough Ice, and I was prepared to hew 
a road through the jagged ice 'or the 
first hundred miles or so, then cross 
the big lead. 

BARTLETT LEADS THE WAY. 

On the last day of February Bart- 
lett, with his pioneer division, accom- 
plished this, and his division got away 
due north over the Ice on March 1. 
The rest of the party got away on 
Bartlett's trail, and I followed an hour 
later. 

The party now comprised seven 
members of the expedition. 17 Eski- 
mos. 133 dogs, and 19 sledges. One 
Eskimo and seven dogs bsd gone to 

pieces. 

A strong easterly wind, drifting 
snow, and temperature In the minus 
marked our departure from the camp 
at Cape Columbia, which I had chris- 
tened Crane City. Rough Ice In the 
first march damaged several sledges 
and smashed two beyond repair, the 
teams going back to Columbia for 
other sledges In reserve there. 

PASS BRITISH RECORD. 

We camped ten miles from Crane 
City. The easterly wind and low tem- 
perature continued. In the second 
march we passed the British record 
made by Markham In May, 1876 — 
82.20— and were stopped by open wa- 
ter, which had been formed by wind

when the supplies for the spring 
sledge trip had been removed from 
winter quarters and deposited at va- 
rious places from Cape Colan to Cape 
Columbia, - 

The latter part of September the 
movement of the Ice subjected the 
.ship to a pressure which listed it to 
port some eight or ten degrees, and 
it did not recover till the following 
spring. 

On October 1 I went on a hunt with 
two Eskimos acrosB the field and 
Pass bay and the peninsula, made the 
circuit of Clemants Markham inlet, 
and returned to the ship in seven 
days with 15 musk oxea, a bear aud 
a deer. 

Later In October I repeated the 
trip, obtaining five musk oxen, and 
hunting parties secured some forty 
doer. 

Prof. MacMllian went to Columbia 
bay In November and obtained a 
month of tidal observations, returning 
in December. In the December moon 
Borup moved the Hecla depot to Cape 
Colan. Bartlett made a hunting trip 
overland to Lake Hazen and Hansen 
went to Clement's Markham Inlet. 

In the January moon Marven 
crossed Robeson channel and went 
to Oape Bryant for tidal and inoteoro- 
logical observations. Bartlett crossed 
the channel and made the circuit of 
Newman bay aud explored the penin- 
sula. After he returned Ooodsall 
went to Markham Inlet and Borup to- 
ward Lake Hazon. in the Ulterior, on 
hunting trips.

for Marvin and Borup to push on 
after us by forced marches, we pro- 
ceeded northward. The sounding of 
the lesd gave 110 fathoms. 

During this march we crossed the 
eighty-fourth parallel and traversed a 
succession of Just frozen leads, from 
a few hundred yards to a mile in 
width. This march was really simple. 

On the fourteenth we got free of the 
leads and came on decent going. 
While we were making camp a courier 
from Marvin came and Informed me 
he was on the march In the rear. The 
temperature was 59 below xero. 

The following morning. March 15, I 
sent Hansen with his division north to 
pioneer a trail for Ave marches, and 
Dr. Goodsell, according to the pro- 
gram, started back to Cape Columbia. 
M'MILLAN TURNS BACK. 
At night Marvin and Borup came 
spinning in with their men and dogs 
steaming In the bitter air like a 
squadron of battleships. Their arrival 
relieved me of all anxiety as to our 
oil supply. 

In tho morning I discovered that 
MacMlllans foot was badly frost bit- 
ten. The mishap had occurred two 
or three days before, but MacMllian 
had said nothing about It In the hope 
that it would come out all right. 

A glance at the Injury showed me 
that the only thing was to send him 
back to Cm Coluqabfa at onoe. The 
arrival of Slarrin and Borup enables: 
me spare sufficient men and dogs 
to go beck wish him. 

LOSS 18 SERIOUS ONE. 

Thfs onrly lbei of MarMIHair was 
seriously disappointing to me. He had 
a sledge all the way from Cape Col- 
umbia, and with his enthusiasm and 
the powers atnljDhysIqup o£ the trained 
athlet. I bad*d6noew>c0 m bim for at 
least tho SCtU parallel, but there wna 
no alternative. 

The best sledges nnd dogs, were se- 
lected and the sledge loads brought up 
to the standard. The Bounding gave a 
depth pf 825 fathoms. 

We were over the continual shelf, 
and. as I had surmised, the successive 
leads crossed in the fifth and sixth 
marches composed the big lead and 
marked the continual shelf. 

On leaving the camp tho expedition 
comprised 16 men, 12 sledges and 100 
dogs. The next march wat satisfac- 
tory as regards distance and the char- 
acter of the going. In the latter part 
there were pronounced movements in 
the ice, both visible and audible. 

Some leads were crossed, In one of 
which Borup and his team took a 
bath, and we were Anally stopped by 
an Impracticable lead opening in front 
of us. We camped in a temperature 
of 50 degrees below. 

At the end of two short marches we 
came upon Hansen and his party in 
camp, mending their sledges. We de- 
voted the remainder of the day to 
overhauling and mending Bledges and 
breaking up our damaged ones for 
material. 

MAKE FORCED MARCHES. 
The next morning I put Marvin in 
the lead to pioneer the trail, with In- 
structions to make two forced 
marches to bring up our average, 
which bad been cut down by the last 
two short ones. Marvin carried out 
his Instructions Implicitly. A consid- 
erable amount of young ice assisted 
iu this. 

At the end of the tenth march, lati- 
tude 86.23, Borup lurned back In coui- 
.uand of the second supporting party, 
having traveled a distance equivalent 
to Nanseus distance rrom this far to 
his farthest north. 

I was sorry to lose this young Yale 
runner, with his enthusiasm and 
pluck. He had led his heavy sledge 
over the floes In a way that cum-

The next day Bartlett lot hlrase 
out, evidently, for a record, and reel 
off 20 miles. Here Marvin obtained 
another satisfactory sight on latitude 
which gave the position as 86.38 (oc 
beyond the farthest north of Nanssn 
and Abruxxl), snd showed that we had 
covered 50 minutes of latitude In three 
marches. 

In these three marches we had 
passed the Norwegian record or 86.14.

86.34. by Cagnl 

From this poiut Marvin turned back 
In command or the third supporting 
party. My last words to him were: 
"Be csreful or the leads, my boy." 

The party rrom this point comprised 
nine men. seven sledges, snd 60 dogs. 
The conditions at this camp and the 
apparently unbroken expanse of fairly 
level ice in very direction reminded 
mo of Cagni's description of his farth- 
est north. 

DANGER IS ENCOUNTERED.

The next march was over good go- 
ing, but for the first timo since leav- 
ing land we etperlenct J that condi- 
tion, frequent over Uiese ice fields, of 
a hazy atmosphere, in which the light 
la equal everywhere. All relief la de- 
stroyed, and it is Impossible to see 
for any distance. 

We were obliged In this murch to 
make a detour around an open lead.

HAS NARROW ESCAPE

One of my tesms of dogs hud es- 
cuped by only a few feet from being 
dragied by the movement of the Ice 
into the water. 

Another team had an equally uar 
row escape from being crushed by the 
ice blocks piled over them. The Ico 
on the north side of the lead was mov- 
ing around eastward. The small floor 
on which were the captain's igloos 
was drifting eastward in the open 
water, and the side of our Igloos 
threatened to follow suit 

•CAVED BY QUICK DASH. 

Kicking out the dour of the igloos 
I called to the captain's men to pack 
their sledges aud be ready for a quick 
dash when a favorable chance arrived. 

We harried our things on our 
•ledges, bitched the dogs, and moved 
on to a largs lee doe west of us., 



Then. iMTlng one man to look out 
tor tha flogs and slarlgts, wa hurried 
ow to assist the captain's party to 
join ua. 

A corner of ihelr raft Impinged on 
the lea on our aide. For the real of 
the night and during the next day the 
lea Buffered the torment of tbe 
damned, surging together, opening 
out, groaning and grinding, while the 
open water belched black amoka Ilka 
a prairie fire. 

FINDS CLEAR STRETCH. 

Then the motion ceaaed, the open 
water cloaed, the atrooaphere to the 
north waa cleared, and wa ruahed 
acroaa before the lea ahould open 
again.

My party might be regarded aa an 
Ideal, which had now come to reallxa- 
Hon— as loyal and responsive to my 
will aa the flngera of my right hand. 
PRAISES HIS MEN. 

Four of them possess the tech- 
nique of dogs, sledges, Ice, and 
cold aa their heritage. Two of 
them, Hansen and Ootam, were 
my companions to the farthest point 
three years before. Two others. Eg- 
Ingwuk and Slgloo, wore In Clarke dl- 
vlalon. which had such a narrow ea- 
cape at that time, and now were will- 
ing to go anywhere with my Immedi- 
ate party, and willing to risk them- 
selvea again In any aupportlng party. 

The fifth waa a young man who had 
never aerved before In any expedition, 
but who waa, If possible, even more 
willing and eager than the othera for 
the princely gifts— a boat, a rifle, a 
ahotgun, ammunition, knives, etc., 
which I had promised to each of them 
who reached the pole with me; for be 
knew that theae rlcbea would enable 
him to wrest from a stubborn father 
the girl whose Image filled hie hot 
young heart. 

ALL FOLLOWED HIS LEAD. 

All bad blind confidence so long aa 
I was with them, and save no thought 
for the morrow, sure that whatever 
happened I ahould somehow get them 
back to land. But I dealt with the 
party equally. I recognized that all lta 
Impetus centered In me. and that what- 
ever pace I set It would make good. If 
anyone was played out, I would stop 
for a short time. 

I had no fault to find with the con 
dltlons. My dogs were the best, tbe 
pick of 122 with which we left Colum- 
bia. Almost all were powerful males, 
bard as nails, in good flesh, but with 
out a Ruperflueus ounce, without a sun 
picinn of fat anywhere; and, what was 
better yet, they were all In good 
spirits. 

My sledges, now that the repairs 
were completed, were in good condi- 
tion. My supplies were ample for 40 
days, and, with the reserve represent- 
ed by the dogs themselves could be 
made to la,at 50. 

PREPARING FOR FINAL DASH. 

Pacing back and forth In the lee of 
the pressure ridge where the lglooa 
were built, while my men got their 
loada ready for the next marches, I 
seHled on my program. I decided I 
should strain every nerve to make five 
marches of 16 miles each, crowding 
these marchea in sueh a wiy aa to 
bring us to the end of the fifth long 
enough before noon to permu the Im- 
mediate taking of an observation for 
latitude. 

Weather and leada permitting. I be- 
lieved I could do thla. If my proposed 
distances were cut down by any 
(rjhanre I had two means in reserve for

MORNING OF FINAL START.

Mine disasters in this country 
have repeatedly shown the need 
of artificial air for but a few 
minutes, to enable the majority 
of the workmen iu gas-filled 
passageways to reach pure air 
and safety. A German oxygen 
helmet, weighing nearly forty 
pounds, and costing about three 
hundred dollars, is heing slowly 
brought into use here at mine- 
rescue stations. A year ago,<. 
however, there were but ten of 
these in use, and the number 
has now increased to more than 
three hundred. 

The now devics can be bought 
by the working miner for lift y 
cuts, it is beleivad. Water 
dripping upon sodium peroxide 
gives off free oxygen and bodium 
hydroxide, aud tho latter, set- 
tling in the bottom of the hold- 
er, absorbs the carbon exhaled 
in the ! -"atli of the miner. 
Wherever the miner hangs his 
coat, he can be B'ire of the half- 
hour safety device, held easily 
in its pocket.

While I was building my igloos a 
long lead formed by the east and 
smutbwest of us at a distance of a few 
tofies. 

BUT FEW HANDICAPS. 

A few hours' sleep and we were on 
the trail again. As the going was 
«ow practically horizontal, we were 
unhampered and could travel as long 
aa we pleased aud sleep as little as 
we wished. 

The weathpr was fine and the go- 
hag like that of the previous day, ex- 
cept at the beginning; when pickaxe* 
were required. This and a brief stop 
*U another lead cut down our distance 
JBut wc had made 20 miles In ten 
jMHirs and were half way to 
eighty ninth parallel. 

The ice was grinding audibly In 
•very direction, but no motion was 
visible. Evidently it was settling 
back into equilibrium and probably 
sagging due noithward with its re- 
lease from the wind pressure. 
L«VEL ICE SURFACE. 

Again there was n few hours' sleep 
and we hit the trail before midnight 



few hours It wan on young Ice and 
occasionally the dogs were galloping. 

We made twenty-five miles or more, 
the air, the sky. nnd the bitter wind 
burning the face till It cracked, (t 
was like the great Interior Ice gap of 
Greenland. Even the natives com- 
plained of the better air. It was as 
keen as frozen steel. 

A little longer sleep than the previ- 
ous one had to be taken here, as we 
were all In need of it. Then on again. 

Up to this time, with each succes- 
sive march, our fear of an impassable 
lead had increased. At every in- 
equality of the ice I found myself hur- 
rying breathlessly forward, fearing 
.{hat it marked a lead, and when I ar- 
rived at the summit would catch m> 
brenth with relief— only to find my 
self hurrying on In the same way at 

the* tne next one 

But on this march, by some strange 

shift of feeling, this fear fell from me 
completely. The weather was thick, 
but it gave me no uneasiness. 

Before I turned in I took an obser 
vation which indicated our position as 
8i* degrees -•" mluutes. 

A dense, lifeless pall hung over- 
head. The horizon was black and the 
ice beneath was n ghastly, chalky 
white, with no relief— a striking con 




The •weather and going were even 
batter. The surface, except as Inter- 
rupted by infrequent ridges, was aa 
level as the glacial fringe from Ilecla 
to Columbia, aud harder. 

We marched something over tea 
hours, the dogs being often on the 
Aret, and made 20 miles. Near the 
•end of the march we rushed across a 
'lead 100 yarda wide, which buckled 
buo. j our sledges and Anally broke 
a» she laat aledge left It 
Ik We stopped la sight of the eighty.

MERCURY GOES UP. 

The going was even better, and 
there w s scarcely auy snow on the 
hard. rtanular, last summer's surface 
of 1 1..* floes, dotted with the sap 
phlre lea of the previous summer's

sledges and gave the doga the ap- 
pearance of having caught the spirits 
of the party.

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In 12 hours we had made 40 miles. 
There was no sign of a lead in the 

march. 

THE POLE AT LA8T. 
I had now made my five marches, 
and was in time for a hasty noon ob- 
servation through a temporary break 
in the clouds, which Indicated our 
position as 89.57. I quote an entry 
from my journal some hours later: 

The pole at last. The prize of 
three centuries, my dream and goal 
for 20 years, mine at last. I cannot 
bring myself to realize it. 

It all seems so simple and common- 
place. As Bartlett said when tur ilng 
back, when speaking of his being in 
these exclusive regions, which no mor- 
tal has ever penetrated before: "It 
is lust like every day." 

Of courae I had my sensations that 
made sleep Impossible for hours, de- 
spite my utter fatigue— the sensations 
of a lifetime; but I have no room for 
them here. 

The first 30 hours at the pole were 
spent In taking observations; In go- 
ing some ten miles beyond our camp 
and some eight miles to the right of 
it; in taking photographs, planting ray 
Hags, depositing my records, studying 
the horizon with my telescope for 
possible land, and searching for a 
practicable place to make a sounding. 
TEMPERATURE AT TOP OF WORLD 
Ten hours after our arrival the 
clouds cleared before a light breeze 
from our left and from that time un- 

I til our departure in the afternoon of 
April 7 the weather was cloudless and 
| flawless. 

The minimum temperature during 
the 30 hours was 33 below, the maxi- 
mum 12. 

We had reached the goal, but the 
return was still before us. It was es- 
sential that we reach the land before 
the next spring title, and we must 
I strain every nerve to do this. 

I had a brief talk with my men. 
| From now on it wa8 to be a big travel, 
little sleep and a hustle every minute. 

We would try. I told them, to double 
march on tho return— that Is, to start 
and cover one of our northward 
marches, make tea and eat our 
luncheon in the igloos, then Cover an- 
other march, eat and sleep a few 
Uuurs, and repeat this daily. 

FAST TIME ON RETURN. 

As a matter of fact, we nearly did 
this, covering regularly on our return 
Journey five outward marches in three 
return marches. 

Just as long as we could hold the 
trail we could double our speed, and 
we need waste no time In building 
new igloos every day, so that the time 
we gained on the return lessened the 
chances of a galo destroying the 
track. 

Just above the eighty seventh paral- 
lel was a region some fifty miles wide 
which caused me considerable uneasi- 
ness. Twelve hours of strong easter- 
ly, westerly, or northerly wind would 
make this region an open sea. 

In the afternoon of the 7th we start- 
ed on our return, having double fed 
the dogs, repaired the sledges for the 
last Mine, and discarded all our spare 
clothing to lighten the loads. 

NO BOTTOM TO SEA. 

Five nilleu from the pole a narrow 
crack filled with recent Ice, through 
which *e were able to work a hole 
with a pickax, enabled me to make a 
sounding. All my wire, "1,600 fathoms, 
was sent down, but there was no bot 
torn. 

In pulling up the wire parted a few 
fathoms from the surface and lead and 
wire vent to the bottom.

South of where Marvin had turned 
back we came to where his party had 
built several Igloos while delayed by 
<•• .n leads. Still further south we 
iound where the captain had been 
held up by an open lead and obliged 
to camp. 

Fortunately the movement of these 
leads was simply open apd shut, and 
It took considerable water motion to 
fault the trail seriously. 

While the captain, Marvin, and as I j 
found later, Borup, had been delayed I 
by open leads, we seemed to bear a 
charm and with no single lead were 
ww delayed more than a couple of | 
hours. Sometimes the ice was fast 
and firm enough to carry us across; 
sometimes a short detour, sometimes 
a brief halt for the lead to close, 
sometimes an Improvised ferry on an 
Ice cake, kept the trail without diffi- 
culty down to the tenth outward 
march. 

MEET SLIGHT HANDICAP. 

Igloos there disappeared completely 
and the entire region was unrecogniz- 
able. Where on the outward Journey 
had been narrow cracks, thero were I 
now broad leads, one of them over 
five miles In width, caught over with 
young ice. 

Here again fortune favored us. and 
no pronounced movement of the ice 
having taken place since the captain 
passed, we had his trail to follow. 
We picked up tiie old trail again 
north of the seventh Igloos, followed I 
it beyond the fifth, and at the big lead 
lost it finally. 

JOY OF THE ESKIMOS. 

From here we followed the captain's ! 
trail, and on April 23 our sledges : 
passed up the vertical edge of the , 
glacier fringe, a little west of Cape 

Columbia. 

When the last sledge came up I 
thought my Eskimos had gone crazy. 
They yelled and called and danced 
themselves helpless. As Ootah snt , 
down on bis sledge he remarked. In 
Eskimo: 

"The devil Is asleep or having < 
trouble with his wife, or we never I 
should have come back so easily." 

A few hours later we arrived at J 
Crane City, under the bluffs of Cape 
Columbia, and, after putting four I 
pounds or pemmlcan Into each of the 
faithful dogs to keep them quiet, we 
had, at last, our chance to sleep. 
AT CAPE COLUMBIA. 
Never shall 1 forget that sleep at 
Cape Columbia. It was Bleep, sleep, 
iheu turn over and sleep again. We 
slept gloriously, with never a thought 
of the morrow or of having to walk 
and. too, with no thought that there 
was to be never a night more of blind 
Ing headache. 

Cold water to a parched throat Is 
nothing compared w lth sleep to a 
numbed, fatigued brain aud body. 

Two days we^pent here In sleeping 
and drying our clothes. Then for the 
ship. Our dogs, like ourselves, had uot 
been hungry when we arrived, but sim- 
ply lifeless with fatigue. They were 
different animals now, and the better 
ones among them slept on with tightly

He had either been less cau- 
tion or less fortunate than the rest of 
us, and his death emphasized the risk 
to which we all had been subjected, 
for there was not one of us but had 
been in the sledge at some time during 
the journey. 

The big lead, cheated of its prey 
three years before, had at last gained 
Its human victim. 

The rest can be told quickly. McMil- 
lan and Borup had started for the 
Greenland coast to deposit caches for 
i me. Before I arrived a flying Eskimo 
| '"iirier from me overtook them with 
| instructions that tbe caches were no 
longer needed and they were to con- 
centrate their energies on the Ideal ob- 
nervations, etc.. at Cape Morris K 
tt sup and north from tl:ere. 
ROOSEVELT STARTS HOMEWARD. 

These Instructions were carried out 
and after their return in the latter 
part of May .McMillan mad* 



the last expedition, aided by his as- 
sistant. Scott, kept the machinery up 
to a high state of efficiency and haa 
given the Roosevelt the force and 
power which enabled It to negotiate 
apparently Impracticable Ice. 

Mr. Gushue. the mate, who was la 
i > barge of the Roosevelt during the ab- 
sence of Capt. Bartlett and myself, 
I nnd Boatswain Murphy, who was put 
i in chsrge of tbe station at Etah for 
the relief of Cook, were both trust- 
worthy and reliable men, and I count 
myself fortunate In having had tbem 
In my service. 

The members of the crew and the 
firemen were a distinct improvement 
over those of our last expedition.
